A Change From the Universal Frying, 
Boiling and Baking. 


There are many dainty 
ways 
of 
cooking fish besides frying, boiling and 
baking. Some of these are quite as 
easy of achievement and as inexpen­ 
sive as the foregoing modes, more- 
>ver, nicer. Fish with a cheese sauce 
Is very good. Almost any white fish 
can be cooked in this w'ay. 
Take from one pound to two pounds 
of fish, wash it well and dry it care­ 
fully. Then place it in a clean enam­ 
eled stewpan, add three gills of milk, 
salt, an onion, notched in order that 
the juice may escape, a blade of mace 
and a good sized sprig of parsley. 
Simmer gently 
until 
the 
fish 
is 
cooked, but do not allow the milk to 
reduce. IMsh it up hot and add from J 
two ounces to four ounces, according 
to taste, of grated cheddar or Dutch 
cheese. Stir until the cheese has thor­ 
oughly melted, pour it over and around 
the fish and serve at once. 
Here iv a -simpler and quicker way 
of cooking a small piece of white fish. 
Wash and dry, place in a well-greased 
fireproof china dish, sprinkle thickly 
with fried bread crumbs, minced par­ 
sley, and if possible some minced 
mushrooms, about two ounces. Place 
a bit of butter here and there and 
pour over the whole half a small bot­ 
tle of tomato catsup; sprinkle more 
bread crumbs oil top and bake in 
a 
moderate oven for from 20 minutes to 
half an hour, according to the size and 
kind.

Feeding th** invalid is an art, and 
In some cases a lost art. A tray with 
legs six or seven inches high is the 
most comfortable way of serving food, 
still th** effort may be too great and 
a glass tube bt* better.

NEW WAYS OF COOKING 1'ISH. 


A Change From the Universal Frying, 


Boiling and Baking, 


There are many dainty 
ways ol 


cooking fish besides frying, boiling and 
baking. Some of these are quite as 
easy of achievement and as inexpen- 
sive as the foregoing modes, more- 
over, nicer. Fish with a cheese sauce 
Js very good. JAlmost any white flsh 
can be cooked in this way. 


Take from one' pound to two pounds 


of fish, wash it well and dry it care- 
fully. Then place it in a clean enam- 
eled stewpan, add three gills of milk, 
salt, an onion, notched in order that 
the Juice may escape, a blade of mace 
and a good sized sprig ot parsley. 
Simmer gently 
until 
the flsh is 


cooked, but do not ajlow fhe xniHc to 
reduce. Diah it up hot and add from 
two ounces to four ounces, according 
to taste, of grated cheddar or Dutch 
cheese. Stir until the cheese has thor- 
oughly meltod, pour it over and around 
the flsh and serve at once. 


Here fe a. simpler and quicker way 


of coolung a small piece of white flsh. 
Wash and dry, place in a well-greased 
fireproof china dish, sprinkle thickly 
with fried bread crumbs, minced par- 
sley, and if possible some minced 
mushrooms, abouti two ounces. Place 
a bit of butter here and there and 
pour over the" whole half a small bot- 
tle of tomato catsup; sprinkle mere 
bread crumbs on top and bake in a 
moderate oven for from -0 minutes to 
half an hour, according to the size anil 
kind.
